Is Jury's Verdict in the Case of

Who Shot Hartman O'Neal at a 


Dance In Broad Top ou August 


18, 19O6. 


In the local court this week, Judg: 
J. M. Woods presiding, William H. 
Busick, aged 18, of Broad Top, was 
tried for the murder of Hartman 
O'Neal on tiie nrght of August 18. 
The case was called on Monday and a 
jury was secured that evening. Dis- 
trict Attorney Humphrey D. Tate rep- 
resented 
the 
Commonwealth and 
Former Judge Jacob H. Longenecker 
and Congressman John M. Reynolds 
defended the prisoner. The case was 
placed in the hands of the jury Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 
Late the same af- 
ternoon the jury returned a verdict 
of manslaughter. 
Following is a synopsis of the evi- 
dence of the principal witnesses: - 


Tuesday Forenoon 


Mrs. Samuel Stahl—I live at North 
Point, Bedford county; on the 18th 
day of August last I attended a 
dance at Finleyville; it was in the 
evening; we danced on a platform 
until it commenced to rain then I 
went into the confectionery; while 
there a man by the name of Dillman 
offered me an insult; I said I want' 
vou to let me alone or I will smash 
your face; then there was a great 
confusion; I was scared so bad that 
I cannot tell what happened after 
that.

about 7 o'clock last Monday morning 
Henry T. Snyder shot himself in the 
mouth, the bullet lodging in the 
back of the head. He died ia about 
an hour and a half, expressing him- 
self as being sorry t'-at the shot had 
failed to bring instant death. 
Mr. Snyder was about 68 years of 
age and has resided in Mann's Choice 
for several years, having moved there 
from Philadelphia where he had been 
in business. 
He has suffered from 
rheumatism and kidney and bladder 
troubles for a long time and this is 
supposed to have driven him to the 
deed. He is survived by his wife.

Albert Figard—Was dancing on 
platform on August 18; about 40 or 
50 were present; we danced till 10:30

at all; I stood at a door; I could see 
in; a' quarrel arose inside; I did not 
hear all that was said but I heard 
Busick say, "Jack Dillman is a friend 
of mine; I want to see him have fair 
play," and shortly after that several 
were forced out of the restaurant 
and among them was Mr. Busick; he 
came outside and drew a revolver and 
flourished it as though he were look- 
ing after somebody to shoot; George 
Foster told him to put it away; he 
drew it at him; I grabbed Mr. 
Busick's hand and said, "Put that 
away; don't shoot in a crowd"; he 
says, "You go away or I will shoot 
you"; then the quarrel became great- 
er inside. 
Mr. Busick climbed in 
over the counter, over the organ and 
was among the crowd inside; Mr.

the 
crowd out; 


Busick* came out first; O'Neal came 
out with the rest of the crowd and 
walked down from restaurant nearl.:

thing I noticed Busick in front of 
him; he shot him one shot and jump- 
ed back a couple of steps and fired 
again; that is the last I saw of 
Busick; I heard him say when he 
flourished the revolver, "Any other 
son of a b— that wants it take it up."

t is not a local affair, hemmed In

It reaches all alike, 
and with equal force: Croesus in hi& 
palace of gold and Lazarus in - his 
cabin of sods. 
There is a penalty of hate attached 
to each condition from which there is 
no escape, as far as human ken has 
yet uncovered the mystery. 
There 


have been duplicates of King Midas 
ever since creation's dawn, and the 
crop of beggars will, no doubt, be 
abundant till time shall be no more 
and the trumpet of the dead Arch 
Angel shall summon the quick and 
the dead. 
There are only two kinds of gov- 
ernment that have anything of more 
than a passing interest for mankinds 
The first is despotism, cruel, savage 
and forbidding; the other is democ- 
racy, which liberty's martyr on the 
blood-bought field of Gettysburg de- 
scribed as "A government of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the^ peo- 
ple." 
There is an intermediate sys- 
tem which those who are ruled by it 
consider the perfection of human 
government, like the government of 
Great Britain which is a limited mon- 
archy; the only radical difference be- 
tween a limited monarchy and a re- 
public being that in a limited mon- 
archy the executive power is continu- 
ous and is confined to a single fam- 
ily, while in a republic,it is execu- 
tive for a. stated period, and the laws 
of' primogeniture ana entail, which 
secure the inheritance in a- family to 
the oldest male representative and 
when the male line is not in force 
falls to "the oldest female. 
But no 
matter how you constitute a govern- 
ment, whether it be the broadest de- 
mocracy or the most oppressive 'des- 
potism there always has been and will 
always be hewers of stone and draw- 
ers of water and those who profit by 
their labor. That is the vital prob- 
lem which confronts mankind today. 
No true convert was ever made to 
any doctrine or any principle by 
force. 
Aided by the thumb screws 


and the rack, men have been com- 
pelled to recant, and "the world still 
moves" though the immortal name 
of Galileo was made to endorse one 
of the most flagrant falsehoods re- 
corded in the history of the world. 
This long preamble was caused by 
a meeting tha't took place in Chicago 
last week, where, according to Leigh 
Hunt, pig iron touched elbows with 
tenpenny nails, swallow tails and but- 
ton hole bouquets; representing capi- 
tal and democracy was August Bel- 
mont; Sam Gompers was democracy's 
spokesman for hard-fisted labor, al- 
ways telling labor what to do and 
how to do it and performing as little 
hard work himself as would point a 
moral or adorn a tale:

THE FIRE TEST 


In some misty Asian creed it is 


written that not only Hie sins but the 
crowning mischances in the lives of 
one generation of men shall descend 
in varying degree to the next, as in- 
evitably, as certainly as the tides rise 
and fall.

The Brumm bill provides that chil- 


dren under 14 years of age shall not 
be employed in any mine or factory 
without a separate license, costing 
$20, for each child. 


In addition to this a tax of 10 per 


cent, of full value of all products re- 
sulting from the work of the children 
is to be paid into the treasury.

Regulations Governing Shipping of 


Cows and Cattle 


INTO 
P E N N S Y L V A N I A 


An Act to Protect the Health of Do- 


:: estic Animals of the Common- 


wealth—Test With Tuberculin. 


Section 1. • Be it exacted, etc., That 


the importation of ^}airy cows and 
neat cattle for breeding purposes into 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
is hereby prohibited,, excepting when 
such cows and neat cattle are accom- 
panied "by a certificate from an in- 
spector, whose competency and relia- 
bility are certified to by the authori- 
ties charged with the control of the 
diseases of • domestic animals in the 
state from whence the cattle came, 
certifying that they have been exam- 
ined and subjected to the tuberculin 
test and ate free from disease. 


Section 2. That in lieu of an in- 


spection certificate as above required, 
the cattle may be detained at suitable 
stock-yards nearest to the state line 
on the railroad over which they are 
shipped, and-there examined at the 
expense of the owner, or cattle as 
above specified from points outside 
of the state may, under such restric- 
tions as may be provided by the 
State Live Stock Sanitary Board, be 
shipped in quarantine to their desti- 
nation in Pennsylvania, there to re- 
main in quarantine until properly 
examined at the expense of the own- 
er, and released by the State Live 
Stock Sanitary Board. 


Section 3. 
The State Live Stock 


Sanitary Board is hereby authorized 
and empowered to prohibit the im- 
portation of domestic animals into 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
whenever in their Judgment such 
measures be necessary for the proper 
protection of the health of the domes- 
tic animals of the Commonwealth, 
and to make and enforce rules and 
regulations governing such traffic as 
may from time to time be required. 


Section 4. That any person, firm, 


or corporate body violating the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and-upon 
conviction shall, in the proper court 
of the county in which such cattle 
are sold, offered for sale, delivered to 
a purchaser, or in which such cattle 
may be detained in transit, for each 
offense, forfeit and pay a fine of not 
less than fifty dollars or more than 
one hundred dollars, or be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than 
ten days, and not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both, at the discretion 
of the court. 
Such person, firm or 


corporate body shall be liable for | 
the full amount of the damages that j 
may result from the violation of this j 
act. 


Section 3. 
The State Live Stock 


Sanitary Board is hereby charged 
with the enforcement of this act, and 
is authorized to see that its provis- 
ions are obeyed, and to mako, from 
time to time, such rules and regula- 
tions as may be necessary and proper 
for its enforcement. 


Section G. That this act shall go 


into effect January first, one thous- 
a|d eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


Approved, May 26, 1897. 


Rules For the Enforcement of the Act 


of May 26, 189T. 


Dairy cows and cattle for breeding 


purposes may bo brought into Penn- 
sylvania from other states only in 
accordance with one of the three fol- 
lowing provisions: 


1. 
The cattio may be examined 


and tested with tuberculin in the 
state whence they corn*? by an in- 
spector whoso competency and relia- 
bility arc certified to by the authori- 
ties charged with the control of the 
diseases of animals in that state. 
Special blanks for reporting upon 
such examinations will be furnished 
by tho State Live Stock Sanitary 


ease and brought into Pennsylvania, 
shall remain in the possession of the 
person or persons who own them 
when brought into Pennsylvania until 
the inspection reports have been ap- 
jroved by a member of the State Live 
Stock Sanitary Board or by an agent 
authorized to approve such reports. 
After such approval the cattle can be 
disposed of without restriction. 


2. 
In place of an inspection out- 


side of Pennsylvania as provided 
above, dairy cows and cattle for 
breeding purposes may be examined 
and tested with tuberculin at snitable 
stock-yards nearest to the state line 
on the railroad over which they are 
shipped. 
Such examinations are to 


be made by inspectors approved by 
this Board and at the expense of the 
owner of the cattle. 


Cattle so inspected shall be mark- 


ed with a suitable metal tag or shall 
be accurately described so that they 
can be reliably identified, and a re- 
port on the examination and test,

for 
identification, 


shall be submitted without delay to 
this Board. 


3. Dairy cows and cattle for breed- 


ing purposes may be brought into 
Pennsylvania without previous ex- 
amination only under the following 
conditions:

Notification to the State Live 


Stock Sanitary Board that it is pro- 
posed to bring certain dairy cows or 
cattle for breeding purposes into this 
state. 
Such notice must be accom- 


paniel by the number and a full and 
accurate description, of the cattle, the 
names and addresses of the owner 
and consignee, the date upon which 
they are to be brought into the state 
the route over which they are to be 
driven or shipped, and the destina- 
tion. 


When such complete report canno 


be made in advance a special permi 
must be applied for und held, and 
this must accompany the cattle.

Such cattle shall remain in 


strict quarantine during transit and 
after they have arrived at their desti 
nation until they have been exam 
ined and tested with tuberculin, and 
found to be free from evidence o 
infectious disease, by an inspecto 
approved by this Board.

I took a short run in the 
country; the old plantation 
houses 


were in ruins, the" rich fields were 
neglected, one of the staple products 
being Jamaica rum. For years after 
emancipation the negroes would not 
work and the condition of the white 
population v/as not a happy oTtie. This 
terrible event occurring so soon after 
the dreadful destruction of San Fran- 
cisco and Valparaiso makes me sick 
at heart. 
It is a happiness to know 


that we are able to give Jamaica a 
helping hand in this sad hour of her 


dire need and assure her that we have 
not forgotten the world's response 
when San Francisco was destroyed.
